Already. WilO offlchils say, 200 orcnnlza- 
tlon.s In this country arc RatherlnR dnta on 
the snbjrct. And Ihe Loiitlon conference will 
be only tlie first In a series of Internationa! 
ineellnna to study Rlobiil iirrvoiisncss. WIIO's 
executive secretary Is nimlctl as declarlnjt, 
"The cure must start wllli the Individual. 
He's nervous and a Utile atrnld." 

It In frequently said that there are not 
enough qualified psychiatrist.^ In the country 
to cnre for tha';c In dire need of treatment. 
This .stale of affalr.'i Is probably ceneral. At 
the .•;ame time we feel .safe In saying, despite 
our limited knowledge of the subject, that to 
the psychiatrist there l.i scarcely .->uch a thing 
as a "normal" human being. 

So how will thp p,sychlatrlst.s go about 
.ilartlnH to cure the Individual? And what 
]ndivldual.s— ail of us. or Just tho.sc who are 
"nervous" and n little afraid? How will they 
cull the patients from the thin rank-i ot the 
calm and courageoiis? 

It would hardly be feasible lo tr^' to set 
up enough p.'sychlatrlc cUnlc.i even lo cnre 
for thase who need Ircalmenl and know It. 
Center.^ In Hew York. London, Moscow and 
other great cities would not be enough, for 
nervousnc.'-.s nnd fear are not exclusively big- 
city nffllctlons. 

Bo, If there aren't enough p.';ychiatrlsts to 
analyze the world, then what? Will the In- 
ternational conferences wind up WTltlng a .set 
of rule.'! or a book that la required reading? 
Probably not. for the world'.s collective psy- 
cha'ils would require Individual treatment for 
. hundrcd-i of millions of people. Curing 
anxiety and fear complexes Ls not a mas-s- 
productlon Job. 

Doctors can diagnose something like ma- 
laria or pcUnRrn pretty accurately. And they 
arc reasonably sure that If they plve the 
malaria victims quinine, and the pellagra 
victims vitamins and a more diversified diet, 
nnd give the treatment lonpc enough nnd In 
sufficient dases, they can control most ot 
tlic cnses. I3ul p.sychosc5 can't be controlled 
by auch general treatment. 

Bo wliat will WHO do to whom? Perhaps 
the international psychiatrists' meetings will 
discover that people nre nervous and fearful 
becau.se there Is the po.'i.Mblllty of war— 
atomic, biological war In which no one Ls 
safe. Maybe they are al.-io nervous and fear- 
ful because their Jobs pay poorly, nnd their 
living costs are high, nnd their food Is skimpy, 
and the pro.'^pects of Improvement don't seem 
too good. 

Tlie cure for the last type of Jitters would 
seem to be up to .statesmen, economists, busl- 
nes.smcn and workers, not p.syclilalrl,sl.-i. Tliat 
leaves the war Jitters, Now, If the world's 
top psychiatrists could only get J. Stalin, V. 
M. Molotov and a tew others to lie down on 
the doctor'.s couch and Just .start talking 
freely about what bothers them. . .
